this Campaign chere, in Quality of General cf the 
Horfe to their High Mighuneffes the States-General 
of the uaited Provinces. hey write from Stras- 
bo»cg thar the French have for fome Days been ta- 
ker up in making 2 general Review of their Troops 
ir and they give our atrefh, that 
M. Villars will fhortly make an Irruption on this 
fide the Rhine and penetra.e deep into the Empire 
by the Way of rhe Biack Poreft; but we take this 
to be only a Rodowonade, the rather becaufe they 


continue ro make their Troons file off for the Low-- 


Countries, as allo becaufe they have fent to Spain 
fome of the Iofancry that was in the Franche-Com- 
pte: This gives reafon to believe that their real De- 
fign is only to keep themfelves on the Defenfive in 
thefe Parzs, while on the contrary we are taking all 


the neceflary Meafures to act Offenfively againft 


them. 

Leiden, April 3. They write from Switzerland of 
the 25:h of laft adon:bh, that the French Horfe in 
Alfatia was intirely re mounted, and in good Con-

Rome, March 17. By Letters from Pekin , we 
have receiv'd the following Particulars, relating to 
Cardinal Tournon, of whom we have fpoken in 
our former Papers. The Emperour of China, being 
inform'd of the Mifunderftandings thar are rifen be- 
tween the Jefuits and the ocher Miflionaries,concern- 
ing the Chinefe manner of Religious Worfhip, a- 
gainft which that Cardinal, in compliance to the 
Pope’s Decree, had openly declar’d himfelf, causd 
to be held in his Prefence a Congregation of Rites 


and Ceremonies; at which the Cardinal, Patriarch 


of the Indies, and M. Maigcot, Bithop of Conon, 
and Apoftolick Vicar, were prefent. The Refult of 
this Congregation was, thar M. Maigrot fhould be 
put under Confinement at Pekin. Three o- 
ther Miffionaries were likewife Imprifon’d. Thefe 
Letters add , that the Emperour infifts 1‘o 
have the Pope fend him another Legare in the 
Room of this Patriarch, with whom ke is much dif- 
fatisfy’d. Two Jefuits are alfo arriv’d at Lisbon, 
who call themfelves Ambaffacors, and have Prefenrs 
for the Pope, of whom they areto ask in the Em- 
perour’s Name, that he would re-infpect the whcle 
Affair. All thefe things give great uneatinefs to the 
Pope, who will come to no Refolution therein till 
he has heard from Cardinal Tournon. Mean while 
many Perfons take Occafion from hence to exclaim 
aloud againft the Jefuits, who ’tis plainly feen have 
been the fole Authors of thefe Difturbances , 
which may prove of fatal Confequence ; ow 
Chriftian Religion in that Empire. Orxher DAkters 
are fince arriv'd, which advife, that the Emperour 
has caus’d the Patriarch to be carry’d to Canton, 
with Orders to imbark forthwith, and leave his Do- 
minions, having firft given him to know, that he
